The fire hazard at the infirm ­ 
ary is great at present, the re­ 
port reads, and the absence of 
fire hose, a shortage of chemical 
ex tingu ishers and the u se of 
heating stov es in the old inm ate 
bu ilding all incrfttse this haz­ 
ard. 
The state welfare departm ent 
su ggests the installation of a 
central heating plant and an ad­ 
eq u ate water pressu re sy stem to­ 
gether with the elim ination of 
the heating stov es as a great 
redu ction to fire hazards at the 
infirmary . 
A fu rther report on the in­ 
firmary as made by the welfare 
departm ent to Ju dge Titsworth 
follows : 
‘‘On the basis of bu ildings 
and eq u ipment this poor asy lu m 
is classed among those institu ­ 
tions hav ing inm ate bu ildings of 
the old ty pe, poorly planned, and 
y et bu ildings wherein good work 
is possible u nder efficient ad­ 
m inistration.

Fo llo wing a similar inspectio n 
o f the Rush co unty jail, the pub­ 
lic welfare department also is­ 
sued the fo llo wing repo rt to the 
co urt: 
“ In ty pe o f structure this jail 
rates as “ no t mo dern,” but reas­ 
o nably safe and stro ng and ade­ 
quate fo r the needs o f this co un­ 
ty . In so me particulars, ho wev er, 
it is belo w standard fo f such 
classificatio n. The strength o f 
the jail is impaired thro ugh lack 
o f efficient lo cking dev ices. The 
jail’s strength may be materially 
impro v ed thro ugh the repair o f 
the dev ices already installed. 
Safety fro m o utside interference 
has been greatly impro v ed by 
the installatio n o f additio nal 
safety screens o f a suitable ty pe 
at mo st jail windo ws and o ther 
ex po sed gratings. 
“ Fo r the sake o f eco no my and 
better care o f priso ners, equip­ 
ment changes sho uld include re­ 
placement o f tubs by sho wer 
baths, replacement o f the po o r­ 
est to ilets with new, and pro ­ 
v isio n o f two simple, lino leum- 
to pped eating tables fo r the two 
male priso ner ranges. The recent 
repainting thro ugho ut this jail 
is a marked impro v ement. 
“ Yo ur jail o fficials merit co m­ 
mendatio n fo r the effo rts they 
hav e made at cleanliness, care­ 
ful feeding and phy sical care 
giv en the priso ners.”

WATCH FOR VALUABLE ANTIQUES 
Many homes hav e articles of great v alu e ly ing 
arou nd u nknown, in atics or other ou t of the way 
places, so it will pay y ou to be carefu l abou t 
what y ou throw away , especially old books. 
It has been brou ght to attention th at book 
collectors are greatly interested in the first edi­ 
tions of famou s American writers, bu t any thing 
pu blished before the rev olu tion is said to hav e 
some v alu e to the trade. 
To a bu sy woman, bent on pu tting things in 
order, these old books may appear to be only so 
mu ch ru bbish. The book collector is saddened 
by the thou ght that the object of his search, 
which he is willing to bu y at a big price, and de 
sires only to honor with a preferred place in his 
collection, may at any moment be checked into 
the fu rnace like so mu ch wrapping paper. 
There is no fix ed price on these old books as 
a classification. The works of different au thors 
bring different prices, according to age, au thor 
of the book and other circu mstances su rrou nd­ 
ing it. And no one knows when a comparativ ely 
obscu re au thor may blaze across the collector’s 
horizon as the hero of the hou r. I he discov ery 
that his books are rare is enou gh to set collectors 
on the chase. 
The book collectors may enjoy the limelight 
bu t in the interest of fair play , it shou ld be re­ 
corded that books are not the only u nknown 
treasu res that may ex ist arou nd the home. Fu r­ 
nitu re, glass, kitchen u tensils, clothing, letters 
in fact, the whole range of hou sehold fu rnish­ 
ings may be inclu ded. At times the somewhat 
dazed observ er may get the impression that the 
object is secondary to the collecting mania, and 
that bargaining for rarities is the primary im­ 
pu lse. 
Bu t it is not for the av erage person to try to 
reason ou t these things. If the attic discard is 
worth more than the cherished fu rnishings of 


lower floors, the important thing is to see that 
the collectors get the surplus.

planting are propositions tha t 
are too often hurled at a gar­ 
dening beginner to his confu­ 
sion and the detrim ent of his 
little garden patch. The answer 
is, don’t try to sprint before 
you’ve learned to walk. 
Com­ 
panion and succession planting 
certainly should be used and 
practiced in order to get the full 
return from the soil, but it isn’t 
bad advice to say to the gar­ 
dener without much experience: 
Go slow and experiment. Try out 
only a few companion or suc­ 
cession plantings until you see 
how they work. 
Don’t try to 
double crop and succession plant 
a whole garden if you are just 
starting out on a gardening ca­ 
reer. 
A few simple companion plan t­ 
ings are indicated herew ith: 
Radishes and parsley in m ix­ 
ture in the same row. The rea­ 
son, the radish comes up quick­ 
ly, m atures quickly, and is soon 
out of the way. 
The parsley 
germ inates very slowly and the 
radishes have broken the soil so 
the parsley can come through 
easily. 
Thp parsley will have 
plenty of time for m aturity when 
the radishes are pulled and will 
be none too thick. 
Radishes with early cabbage 
between the rows. 
Radishes between rows of ear­ 
ly peas. 
Parsnips 
or 
beets 
between 
rows of spinach. 
A few succession crops: R ad­ 
ishes followed by string beans. 
In succession crops the succes­ 
sion crop follows after the first 
vegetable has been used and re­ 
moved. In companion planting 
they are put in the ground at 
the same time. 
Early peas followed by turnips, 
carrots, or beets. 
Early beans followed by late 
cabbage. 
Spinach 
followed 
by 
sweet 
corn, tomatoes, or beans. 
Young onions from sets fol­ 
lowed by eggplants or peppers. 
It is a m atter of experim ent 


and experience and after a sea­ 
son or two of observation, any 
gardener can companion and 
succession-crop so tha t the gar­ 
den works every m inute of the 
growing season and w ith kale, 
parsnips and salsify do w inter 
work as well.

nors they would surrender. 


Nashville, Tenn., June 5 (/P) — 
Fifty prison guards and police­ 
men massed at a wing of the 
state penitentiary today in an 
effort to capture two prisoners 
who had armed themselves and 
established a barricade there.
